Presidents  Issue  Appeal  For  Foundation  Support 


Alumni  Association  President 
O.  M.  Lay  has  issued  an  appeal 
to  alumni  of  Northwestern  State 
College  to  support  the  activities 
of  the  NSC  Foundation  through 
financial  contributions. 

C.  O.  Holland,  Foundation  pres- 
ident, joined  Lay  in  the  state- 
ment which  urged  members  of 
the  Alumni  Association  to  sup- 
port the  Foundation  in  a  "more 
dynamic  way"  than  in  the  past. 

The  NSC  Foundation  was  es- 
tablished in  1960  and  outlined  its 
purposes  in  the  constitution  as 
follows:  "To  promote  the  educa- 
tional and  general  welfare  of 
Northwestern  State  College;  to 
afford  financial  assistance  to  stu- 
dents, sponsor  research  and  ad- 
vance study;  to  solicit,  receive 
and  administer  contributions 
which  will  be  employed  toward 
the    benefit    of    the    College,    its 


faculty,  and  its  students;  and  to 
interpret  the  aims,  objectives, 
and  needs  of  the  College  for  the 
dual  purpose  of  rendering  to  the 
public  a  better  mutual  under- 
standing and  of  assuring  the  con- 
tinuation of  success  and  pro- 
gress." 

The  joint  appeal  of  the  presi- 
dents followed  a  review  of  the 
mailing  list  of  the  Alumni 
Columns  which  disclosed  that  a 
total  of  10,500  names  appear  on 
the  list,  and  an  estimate  by  Sec- 
retary Joe  W.  Webb  that  the 
total  number  of  NSC  alumni  ex- 
ceeds the  50,000  mark. 

"Although  not  wishing  to  set 
our  goal  too  low,"  stated  Hol- 
land, 'think  what  it  would  mean 
to  the  Foundation  if  each  alum- 
nus on  the  Columns  mailing  list 
were  to  contribute  $1;  or  better 
yet,  if  each  of  the  50,000  alumni 


were  to  contribute  $1." 

Holland  reported  that  a  num- 
ber of  alumni  and  friends  have 
been  generous  in  their  contri- 
butions, but  that  the  Foundation 
needed  support  from  everyone  in 
order  to  expand  its  service  to  the 
College. 

An  unofficial  financial  report 
issued  by  Webb  on  August  29  re- 
vealed the  following  breakdown 
of  contributions:  53  contributions 
of  $5  to  $49;  39  contributions  of 
$50  to  $100;  one  contribution  of 
$500,  and  six  contributions  of 
$1000  each.  In  addition  to  cash 
contributions,  the  Foundation 
owns  the  $30,000  apartment  build- 
ing bequeathed  to  the  Founda- 
tion by  the  late  Dr.  Corine 
Saucier. 

The  Foundation  has  $8,200  in- 
vested at  4.5  per  cent  interest,

Having  opened  its  academic 
doors  for  the  80th  year  of  ser- 
vice on  September  9,  Northwest- 
ern State  College  is  completing 
work  on  a  major  $2.7  million 
building  program  and  taking 
initial  steps  in  an  additional  $3.5 
million  projected  program. 

Scheduled  for  completion  dur- 
ing the  1963-64  year  are  the 
coliseum,  costing  approximately 
$1,500,000;  a  men's  residence  hall, 
costing  $600,000,  and  a  series  of 
modem  brick  apartments  for 
married  students,  which  will  re-! 
place  some  of  the  wooden  struct- 
ures. 

New  Dormitory  Opens 

Completed  during  the  summer 
and  being  occupied  for  the  first 
time  during  the  fall  semester  is 
a  new  180-unit  women's  dormi- 
tory, Louisiana  Hall. 

Louisiana  Hall  has  been  desig- 
nated as  an  honors  dormitory  for 
upperclassmen  and  consists  of 
three  floors  with  spacious  study 
cind  lounge  area  on  each.  Of  brick 
construction,  the  dormitory  is 
centrally  air-conditioned  and  hot 
air  heated.  Two  women  aie  as- 
signed to  each  room  and  two 
rooms  with  a  central  bath  com- 
pose a  suite.  The  dormitory  is  lo- 
cated on  the  central  campus  and 
fronts  on  Central  Avenue. 

Projected  Building  Program 

The  Northwestern  administra- 
tion received  approval  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  at  its 
August  meetings  to  seek  financ- 
ing for  a  $3.5  million  projected 
building  program  which  includes 
a  new  student  center  and  a  hous- 
ing complex  for  men  and  women. 

In  approving  the  request,  the 
State  Board  of  Education  ap- 
pointed architects  for  the  struct- 
ures and  authorized  the  College 
administration  to  begin  prelimi- 
nary negotiations  in  soliciting 
loans.  NSC  Dean  of  Administra- 
tion Sylvan  W.  Nelken  stated 
that  the  College  would  probably 
apply  for  loans  from  private 
sources  and  that  bonds  issued 
would  require  from  30  to  40  years 
to  retire. 

A  breakdown  of  the  request  in- 
cludes $1,450,000  for  the  proposed 
student  center  and  an  additional 
$1  million  each  for  a  275-unit 
men's  dormitory  and  a  250-unit

DEMONS  PREPARE 
FOR  GSC  FOES 

Northwestern  begins  defense 
of  its  Gulf  States  Conference 
title  here  Saturday  evening,  Oct. 
5,  playing  Northeast  Louisiana 
State  in  Demon  Stadiimi.  The 
game  will  be  the  first  GSC  con- 
test for  both  teams. 

The  Demons  opened  their  1963 
schedule  Sept.  14  at  Shreveport 
against  Stephen  F.  Austin  and 
will  play  rival  Louisiana  College 
Sept.  28  in  Alexandria. 

Coach  Jack  Clayton  welcomed 
a  large  squad  of  more  than  80 
players  Sunday,  Sept.  1,  and 
practice  sessions  began  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  Twenty-four 
players  were  freshmen,  service 
returnees  and  tryouts.  The  var- 
sity squad  consists  of  44  gridders, 
including  29  returning  lettermen. 
Sixteen  lettermen  were  lost  from 
last    year's    championship   squad. 

Depth  at  guard  and  center 
were  primary  problems  for  the 
Demon  mentor,  combined  with 
the  new  substitution  rules  which 
restrict  utilization  of  the  three- 
unit  system  which  Clayton  favors 
highly. 

The  1963  Demons  will  be  big 
and  more  experienced,  and 
there'll  be  backfield  speed  pro- 
vided by  a  host  of  fleet  backs. 
Best  staffed  position  is  fullback 
where  the  Demons  are  particular- 
ly strong. 

Returnees  who  won  top  honors 
last  season  include  NAIA  Ail- 
American  center  Sammy  Joe 
Odom,  fullback  Claude  Patrick, 
halfbacks  Glenn  Talbert  and  Jer- 
ry Burton,  and  tackle  John 
Odom,  All-GSC  selections. 

Northwestern  plays  a  tough  10- 
game  schedule.  Five  games  are 
with  GSC  foes.  Newcomers  to 
the  NSC  schedule  are  Abilene 
Christian  College  of  Abilene, 
Tex.,  and  Appalachian  State  Col- 
lege of  Boone,  N.C. 

Although  the  Demons  are  ex- 
pected to  field  another  strong 
team,  it  is  expected  that  they'll 
have  difficulty  in  equaling  last 
season's  record  of  seven  wins, 
two  losses,  and  one  tie  or  their 
GSC  mark  of  four  wins  against 
only  one  loss.

$475.20  cash,  and  $1334  in  out- 
standing pledges.  These  figures 
do  not  include  scholarships  do- 
nated by  individuals  or  organiza- 
tions which  are  administered  by 
the  Foundation. 

Three  Avoyelles  Parish  stu- 
dents are  currently  attending 
Northwestern  on  scholarships 
supported  by  the  income  from 
the  Saucier  building;  four  indi- 
viduals are  supporting  scholar- 
ships, and  the  Baton  Rouge  Chap- 
ter of  the  Alvmini  Association  is 
sponsoring  two  scholarships  and 
planning  to  add  another. 

Holland  stated  that  although 
these  figures  and  services  are 
somewhat  impressive,  consider- 
ing the  Foundation  has  been  in 
operation  less  than  three  years, 
additional  funds  are  urgently 
needed  in  order  for  the  Founda- 
tion to  undertake  its  programs  as 
originally  outlined.
